The superintendent of education, or 
some illinforniPAl person at liis dicia- 
tion, writes, to the government organ 
to say tliat' "The Colonist editor has 
ayrain had one of his rabid fits against 
the Superintendent of Education and, 
as usual, he is barking up the wrong 
tree." This statementthosupcrintendent 
knows to bo entirely untrue. The 
article-lHiitnrns so stirred his bile ^Yas 
signed: by -i l re.sidents of "Wellington 
who represent 103 children of school- 
going age. It was sent to this journal 
because, us the signers 8,taite;;^"al! former 
representations have beem completely 
ignored and wo dcem it necessary for the 
same reason to publish this petition." 
In.short, the people of Wellington auf- 
ferifig-from what they justly conceive 
to bo ai great wrong, and finding tho.t 
all their "representations have been 
complptely_ ignored," write to the press 
to ex^^e jUgj^ndition to which edu- 
cational matters have sunk in tliat dis- 
trict. Through the medium of thi.s 
papor alone will the statement of their 
grievances meet the public eye, the gov- 
ernment or the House. The words; 
"completely ignored" are doubtless 
used for "burked;"- The superintend- 
ent or his ill-advised scribe cannot es- 
cape the responsibility of the state- 
ments of the address, lesson the force 
of the blow by attributing the autlior- 
ship to the editor of The Colonist, or 
ca3t,do_vibts' upon the "genuineness of 
the letter." The statonaonts^.are that 
the schooliioiise is in a state so 
disgustingly indecent and immoral in 
lis tendency that it cannot be described 
in print; the schoolhouse is likened to 
tho blackholo of Calcutta; it is said 
that parents who are required to pay 
school tax decline to send their children 
to tho public school because of its con- 
dition; thafcsthfi'superintendent of edu- 
cation has not visited the district for 
"more than a year and a half although 
it is distant only 70 miles from A''ic- 
toria," and the charges are summed up 
with these telling words: "J'/ie whole 
concorn is a disgrace to the jiroi'iiice, a 
disgrace to the government, a disgnwc lo 
the place and a disgrace tp the edu- 
cational sijsiem and luandgementof aitij 
country," Those words, let it be re- 
membered, ai"e the deliberately ex- 
pressed oi)inion of M residents of 
Wellington. They are not the e'ic- 
pr'*won of the editor of The Colonist, 
altlfougli ' *h^' believes every word 
to "''be true, and any elFort to 
cause them to aiipoar as other 
than genuine will probtibly draw forth 
a still more forcible declaration of opin- 
ion from tho Wellingtonians. Tiie 
superintendent is- now engaged in pre- 
paring his annual report and when he is 
assurred of the " genuineness " of the 
letter in IVie Colonist we hope he will 
incorporate it with that document along 
with the "completely ignored represent- 
ations " of a previous date, 

SUPREME COURT. 



Tlie public will Ifave learned with a 
feeling of surprise that the govern- 
ment are about to increase the accom^ 
inodation of the Supreme Court room 
for the convenience of the new judges; 
that new carpets and furniture have 
been ordered for nn additional retiring 
room, and that other expenditures aro 
on tho tajns. TJiis would seem rather 
an original mode -for carrying out 
the requirements of tho Act for the 
better administration of justice. Be- 
tween Victoria and Cariboo there is 
not a single judicial ofticer before whom 
a civil case could be heard. From 
New Westminster to tho foot of tlie 
Bocky MountainVthis country is desti- 
tute of legal facilities and the collec- 
tion of debts V)y legal process is an im- 
possibility. We are not surprised that 
the Westininsterians have telegraphed 
to Ottawa a representation of their 
condition and to ask that one of the 
judges be at onco located thereat. Sim- 
ilar complaints will doubtless soon be 
made by the interior districts and Cari- 
boo, but when the people there shall be 
told that tlie bench of tho Supremo 
Court is being enlarged to seat five 
judges, and that additions are in pro- 
gress to the courtroom, what will be 
said? No one is so uiirea.^on- 
able as to expect either govern- 
ment or judges to perform im- 
possibilities; but we cannot lielp 
expressing the hoj)o that at the earliest 
passible moment tho learned gentleuien 
who have been assigned to interior dis- 
tricts will be on the way to their re- 
spective stetions. The increased nc- 
commodatioha ' prdposod at the court- 
house are ominous of a prolonged slny 
of the judges at the capital, a proceed- 
ing which, wo need scarcely say, would 
bo most injurious to the country at 
large.

Shaw, 
Home Itule member of ]i;uliiuiient 
for Cork, spoke in tlie Houjic^ (n night,, 
and his speech created a great .sensa- 
tion, The Parnelites did not place 
much faith in Mr. Shaw, and they 
were not present to night. .Mr. Shaw 
was expected to curse the Land Leagiio 
Club. Instead of that he blessed it, 
saying that it was the only salvation 
of the country. His de.scriptioii of tho 
oondition of the i)caHautry in the west 
of Ireland was startling and sen.satioii- 
al, and surprised those Irish members 
who' were 'present. Mr. Shaw speaks 
of soine'of the Connaught farmers as 
rotting on their farms. The speech 
will be a material help to tiie Land 
League, wliich is now demanding a 
strong land bill.

Porter Ehodes' claims in 
Kiniberlcy iniiio, and handed to him by 
one of the overseers, who will reap sub- 
stantially tlie roward of his fidelity. I\Ir. 
Pvliodes has kept his secret wril until the 
past week or two, when a few porsonal 
friends wore treated to a view, some of 
whom suggested exhibiting it in aid of 
the Carnarvon Hospital, and although 
the sceiuingly high sum of one sover- 
eign per head was charged, the sum of 
.£120 was netted in one day in Kim- 
berly alone for the first institution of 
Kimberly. In weight it is one hun- 
dred and 6fty carats, in shape that of 
a dodecahedron of perfect form, spot- 
loss and flawless, with small secondary 
natural facets finely ribbed which 
impart a beautiful satin-like appear- 
ance to it. A jiiece has been broken 
oft" very cleanly in the line of grain or 
cleavage from one side of about thirty- 
five or forty carats, and another piece 
of about fifteen carats is gone on the 
o])posite line of cleavage, also a very 
clean fracture, and at tho same end of 
tho stone, so that the wliole has the 
appearance of tho top of an egg witli a 
small piece off one side.

A^sintlio, Insanity, ana Death. 

Absinthe drinking is said lo steadily 
increase ill the Republic, but much less 
steadily than in Svr-itzerlandand France, 
particularly in France, whore great ef- 
forts arc making for its abatement. It 
has grown to be an enormous evil in 
thos3'. countries, notable in tlio large 
cities like Geneva, Zurich, Berne, Mar- 
seilles, Lyons, and Paris. At the 
French capital the practice has aug- 
mented alarmingly within eight or ten 
years, oflicers of the army, business 
and' professional men, and journalists 
and authors being specially its victims. 
A French physician of eminencehas re- 
cently declared that it is ten times 
more pei nicious than ordinary intem- 
perance, and that it very seldom hap- 
pens that the habit, onco fixed, can be 
unloosed. Tho saiiie^^ authority says 
that the increase of .insanity is largely 
duo to absinthe. It exercises a deadly 
fascination, the source of which scien- 
tists have vainly tried to discover, al- 
though they linye no trouble in ascer- 
taining its terrible efforts. Its immo 
derate use speedily acts on the entire 
nervous' 'system in general, and the 
brain in particular, in which it produces 
actual organic changes with accompany 
ing deri\ngcment of all tho mental pow 
crs. The habitual drinker becomes at 
first dull, languid ; -is soon completoly 
brutalized, and .tUeii goes raving mad. 
Ho is at least wholly or partially para- 
lyzed, unless, as often happens, dis- 
ordered liver and .stomach bring n 
fpiicker end. Tho liquor is danger 
ously seductive, because it Koeins, in the 
beginning, to help the digestive organs, 
when it really hurts them',- and veryser 
iously. Many persons-'have been in 
duced to take absinthe- for indigestion, 
and have' thus gradually fallen under 
its i)aleful iiillufiicc. The drinker is 1 
ill most cast's in seeming good health, j 
having 110 thought of his peril, until 
tho hour when illness has declared 
itself. He is apt, indeed, to believe 
that ho is remarkably well, and to con- 
.sider all the stories about absinthe mere 
bugaboos. The earliest .symptoms of 
ailment lead to an examhiation, and to 
the knowledge that his entire .system is 
deranged, usually beyond restoration, 
liis fir.st illness is apt to be his last, 
and death is a welcome relief. Ab-. 
sintho has not long been known.; in 
fact, it was not made a century ago. 
Some ninety years since, a French ref- 
ugee, Dr. Ordbiaire, settled at tho small 
village of Couvet, Switzerland, and ac- 
quired a very fine practice in tho iioigli- 
bourlioojl,<5» He prepared his own medi- 
cines, one'of theni being an extract of 
wormwood, which he held in high es- 
teem and compounded with his own 
hand.;. He prejiarcd it -from a private 
recipe, and adniiniatered it to his pa- 
tients with excellent efTect. Before 
his death. he imparted thetiecret .to oth- 
ers, and the extract was extensively 
made and sold to peddlers. It was 
l)repared fron?the yellow flowers of the 
common v.'ormwood, and it was grarl- 
ually iiniiroved, or, rather, deteriorated 
upon, until tho present liqueur had been 
obtained. In llie Val do Travers, Can- 
ton of NeufchiVtel, about 100,000 gal- 
lons arc nnivuaUy disti|}e<Lof this most 
allurfng poitSn.i ■•ri

TIio Dakota. 



After the lapse of .so von and u lialf days, 
witlumt tiilings having been received of 
her whcroahouts, ■vve are rehictautly com- 
pelled to class tliO Dakotn na a missing 
Btcamahip. Tho ateamship Empire, which 
sailed from San Francisco two days after 
tho sailing day of tlie Dakota, arrived at 
So.ittle on Sunday and reports having seen 
nothing of her on the passage up. Tho 
steamship Oregon, whicli sailed from Sun 
Francisco ono day subsequent to tho Da- 
kota's departure, has arrived at Astoria 
and brings no tidings. The steamer Etta 
White wont ten miles outside tho Straits 
on Saturday and returned yesterday witli- 
out having encountered the missing 
steanior. The U.S. revenue cutter Oliver 
Wolcott ran out into tho occnn and turn- 
ed back wherf distant only'20 miles from 
Destruction Island. From tlie mast-head 
the vision of the lookout extended nearly 
down to Columbia river bar. She came 
back yesterday from tho cruise un- 
successful. It would bo idle longer 
to dispute tho assertion that "something 
rausl h'iive Iiapponed the Dakota;" but wc 
do question tlie reasoning of thoao who 
are disposed to look upon tho matter 
from the most dismal point of view. No 
doubt those who have friends on board 
are justly alarmed; but a steam vessel 
has consumed 13 days between this port 
and San Francisco and still came safely 
in. In tho absenco of dofinito news wo 
should not bo prcp.ared to give up the 
ship for ton days to come, firmly be- 
lieving that the worst which has befallen 
her is an accident to her machinery. Wo 
have too much confidence in the ability 
of Oapt. Morao and his ofliccrs to believe' 
that. .tho steamshij) lias been lost 
by stress of weather ; l)esides, have 
wo not the report of California's ofliccrs to 
show that tha weather on the northern 
coast to tho 14th inst. was fine and clear. 
If tho machinery became disabled Captain 
Morae would spread his canvas, of which 
the Dakota lias a fair supply, and stand 
off shore. Until yesterday tho winds for a 
week past liavo; been from the nortii 
and therefore favorable to give tho vc;i3i;i 
a good oQing; but with her limited 
quantity of sail her progress would be 
very slow, and her course while sail- 
ing would bo far out of sight of the ooast 
range, whereas tho course of the steam- 
ships Oregon and"Emj)ire would be close 
in shore, and they might easily miss 
sighting her. 

The steamer Isabel from Pugot Sound 
came in last evening, but she brought iiu 
telegrams from Portland later than the 
IGth inst., and those had no reference to 
the Dakota. South of Portland, wo re- 
gret to state, the lines have boon down 
since Tuesday . last, a circiunstauce un- 
precedented for several years. It is 
doubtful even if any of the many tele- 
grains from Victoria inquiring as to the 
whereabouts of tho Dakota have as yet 
reached San Francisco, from which port 
steamers in search would bo dispatched. 
This is most unfortunate as it is os.'iGntial 
that the diHtressud ship should be 
found and relieved as speedily as possi- 
ble. Unless the lino to San Francisco is 
speedily repaired the first news of the 
disaster may roach San Francisco by 
steamer from Portland. 

Last evening it was rumored that the 
U. S. revenue cutter Oliver Wolcott and 
H. M. S. Rocket would go to sea as .soon 
as it has bron definitely ascertained that 
the Dakota had not been heard of at San 
Francisco. Both vessels are lying with 
^toam up ready to sail at a moment's 
notice. ;

Coun, Sliakes- 
poare's remarks were not in accordance 
with truth — Mr. Copeland had received 
more money for work than any otlior 
man, as the books would show.

GR BAT FLOODS IN OREaON. 
All thoJValloya "Causr "Wator. 

News from Oregon to Saturday states that 
heavy rains have occurred throughout 
the state, and tho rivers liavo overflowed 
thoir banks and are sweeping bridges, 
farmhouses, forests and other objects away. 
Tlve Willamette river had reached a 
lieight within six inches of its highest 
mark during the memorable flood of 
18C2. The railway tracks are under 
water and several railway bridges aro in 
a position of extreme peril. At Portland 
the goods on the river wharves and in th« 
warehouses wore removed to places of 
safety, tho Stark street ferry cable was 
swept away by drift from up river, and 
all tho streets along the water front were 
submerged. At Harrisburg tho water 
stands several foot deep in tho streets, 
.and tho same may bo said of other towns 
along tho river. Tho water, if it con- 
tinues to rise, will do incalculable dam- 
age to houses, barns, fences and farms 
along the banks of the raging Willamette. 
It is feared that the lloods have ex- 
tended to California and that Sacramento 
valley has su flTerod severely. 

In 1875, about two weeks after tho loss 
of the steamship Pacific oil' Cape Flattery 
had wrung many hearts in this province, 
the steamship Los Angelos, while on tho 
way up the coast, broke a crank pin. Sail 
was at once sot and the vessel kept off 
9horo until partial repairs had been eflcct- 
cd when she was headed lor Victoria. On 
tho lith day H. M. S. Rocket went to 
hor relief and meeting ^lor.iat tho mouth 
of the Straite' towed hor'intb port, '

THE ONLY SURViyqift A DOG. 

Tho Oregonian aaya-i "At the timo of 
the recovery of tho twelve bodies of those 
who perished in the ili-fiiLL-d Lupata, a 
small dog was found on the beach near 
tho spot where the remains of the poor 
sailors wore lying. As that p.art of the 
coast is remote from habitation, the ani- 
mal must certainly have como from the 
vessel. It is an Australian shepherd, not 
more than half-grown. Tho littlo crea- 
ture's eyes were very sore from tho eftects 
of tho briny surf through which it swam 
to reach tho beach, and was nearly half 
dead from exposure. This dog, like tho 
crew, was thrown on tho mercy of tho 
waves, but escaped tho cominon fato 
which engulfed them. If tho animal was 
only gifted with speech, what a story of 
terror, darkness and death, on that fear- 
ful night would bo revealed. Tho dog was 
brou^it over to Astoria and presented to 
Mr, Phil Holland, who had it convoyed 
to thiS city.'^ rThe sairie" journal adds : — 
Capt. Remington, master of the British 
bark DoTcnby, now in port, stated in an 
interview yesterday that ho was in compa- 
ny with tho Lupata olV tho Columbia 
gateway on tho evening of January 2d ; 
at that time both vessels wore standins off 
shore, as it was.hearly dark. Ho i looked 
all next day for the Lupata and the day 
following ; failing to see her, Capt. Rem- 
ington had serious misgivings as to her 
fate. Capt. Remingtojuiiccounts for the 
fact of tho nudo condition of the twelve 
men found among tho rocks — tluit as that 
number would be about half tho vessel's 
crew, probably they constituted "the 
watch below," who with tho hoaso on 
deck were all wjished overboard together 
by the first breaker that swept her deck 
.after tho vessel struck on thrf reef. Mr. 
Frod Parker, writing fro>>> old Tacomn, 
informs tho O/cj/tm fa ;i that tire Lui.'atr., at 
the timovO^the disaster, was in command 
of hia'^lirother, Beh'^Heiiry Eaven.'' "Mr;' 
Parker received a letter from Yokohama 
snmo time since stating that tho captain 
of tho Lupata died at sea nine days out 
from Antwerp, and that he, (Raven) as 
first umtc, brought the ship on to Yoko- 
hama, and wpuld bring horj on - to - tho 
Columbia river. ■ •■'i •• • '•■ •■•

Then he went to the chicken 
house, cocked tho weapon, attached one 
end of a stout'''striiig to the trigger and 
another to tho doiu' and went to bed con- 
scious of having dLscharged his duty as a 
member of society. Yesterday morning 
bright and early ho repaired to the hen- 
ery, in expectation of finding the door 
open and at least one maimed doprcdator 
writhing on tho ground. But everything 
was just as he had left it. The door re- 
mained closed and the fowls witliin were 
cackling vigorously to bo set free. Ho 
carefully untied tho end of the string that 
was attached to tho door and opened it. 
The fowls made a rush to escape. Tho 
citizen turned to walk away when, " rip ! 
bang !" The gun wont oif and planted 
the full charge of pepper and salt in tho 
fleshy part of fais body. Ono of tho fowls 
had stepped on tho trigger. The poor 
man roared with pain and his wife ran 
and assisted him into tlio house. A cer- 
tain drygoods house sokl one of its softest 
eiderdown cushions yesterday. Tho sur- 
name of tho man for whom it was bought 
bejpns with S, which, by a strange coin- 
cidence, is tho initial letter of tho citizen 
who was salted and peppered by his own 
infernal machine. 

A BuTTKii Famine. — Not a pound of 
butter, good, bad or indifToront, to be h.ul 
in town for love or money. Even tlie 
restaurants and hotels are cleaned out of 
tub butter for cooking pui-poses; some of 
them having lent tho greater portion of 
their stock to storokeepers for the pur- 
pose of keejiing them going till the arrival 
of thoDakota hourly expected since Thurs- 
day. Largo consignments of California 
new grass butter wore shipped on that 
steamer and her non-arrival has caused 
tho scarcity. .Hero again is a serious leak 
that B. 0. farmers would do well to stop. 
Victoria ought not to be obliged to de- 
pend upon California for this necessary 
article of everyday consumption. If tho 
worst comes to the worst consumers have 
only to wear yellow spectacles and they 
may delude their appotites with the [loor- 
est lard. 

The liiJ.N. HoLi.AiiAV Estate. —Refer- 
ring to a rumor that the Oregon Jmprovc- 
ment Co. have purchased the Ben. Holla- 
day estate, the Portland .'^VinK/ar*/ says: — 
" This former king of Oregon railways is 
now a bankrupt, and docs not own pro- 
perty in tliia State to tho value of a brass 
button. Years ago he disposed of all his 
property, real and personal, in this State 
to his brother Mv. Joseph Ilolladay, now 
a resident hero, and this goiitloman now 
is the sole owner of all liis brother Bon's 
former possessions in Oregon."

that tho difticulty had been arranged. 

TIio case of Mr. Coigderippe for an in- 
fraction of sanitary by-law was on ap- 
plication postponed for one week, await- 
ing tho arriviu of Mr.- T.; Davie, apasson- 
gor oh board the mail steamer. 

An unusual number of Indians, six in 
all were fined tho usual live shillings each. 

Charley a Hydah Indian, was charged 
with having a bottle of gin in his posses- 
sion. Ho was arrested by officers Flewin 
and Shoppird on Sunday afternoon on 
Store street miioh^intoxicdted. ' 

Mr. Courtney for the prisoner contend- 
ed that it had not been proved that the 
lefcndant had either drunk or gave any 
of tho intoxicant away ; and that being 
drunk ho did not know ho had the bottle 
in his possession. 

As the prisoner had been before tlio 
court on several occasions he was fined 
025 or in default one month's imprison- 
ment. 

Aliix. Campbell and 15cnjaniin John 
were charged with refusing to do duty on 
board the Signet. 

Captain Yoe did not wish to press tho 
charge. ' Tho men were on shore and had 
got tho worse for licpior. All ho wished 
was that they should promise to behave 
themselves in future and return to their 
duty. 

Mr. Jtithet stated that tho men had in- 
terruiitcd tho work on board tho ship.

A Songish Indian named Jimmy Chick- 
ens was found Ijy oilicor Flewin with a bot- 
tle of gin under his shirt on Johnson 
street. He was drunk at tho liinei, 

I'riscncr admitted having the gin and 
said that a man named Vincent had sup- 
plied him with it, in his, Vincent's, house. 

Supt. O'Connor .said that tho prisoner 
was one of the worst Indians in town. 

Mr. J. W. McKay, J.P., who represent- 
ing the Indian department, tlieught that tho 
evidence of a drunken Indian was hardly 
sufficient to convict Viiicent ; but it was 
very desirable tiiat those wliiskoy-sollers 
should be prosecuted whenever possible. 

One month's imprisonment was inflicted. 

Tong You and Ah Sing, two Chinamen, 
wore found about 2 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing with sticks of cord wood in their pos- 
session, and not being able to give a satis- 
factory account of themselves were ar- 
rested by olliccr Shoppard and now api)cai(- 
ed to answer a charge of vagrancy. 

Mv. Courtney for the prisoners contend- 
ed that a charge of vagrancy could not be 
given. 

Uomanded for ono day. 

John Coleman for disturbing tho peace 
on Sunday was discharged. 

In the case of James O'Brien Supt. 
O'Connor stated that the American couu- 
sul had promised to secure a passage for 
him to San Francisco as soon as possible. 
O'Brien was accordingly discharged. 

.). J. McDonald on remand f/jr supply- 
ing li(pior to Nitinat Mary. 

JVIr. Courtney appeared for tho defend- 
ant aiul stated that he throw himself on 
tlie mercy of the court, Ho did supply 
the bottle of gin to tho Indian woman,but 
it was for the purpose of getting his blan- 
ket back that had been stolen. 

Supt, O'Connor in answer to the magis- 
trate stated thiit tho defendant was an 
incorrigible whiskoy-solier to Indians. He 
had been before tlic Court several times 
and had been convicted before. 

Sentenced to throo montlia' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 



Fatal Aooldont to cv HaU'vray 

Enjinoor. 

On Sunday Mr. Justice Robertson re- 
ceived a telegram dated at Hope from BIr. 
Mara, M.P.P., statins that Mr. Molohior 
Eborts, ono of the railway engineers en- 
gaged in laying out tliu work on tho Yale- 
Savona railway, had fallen from a blufl' 
and was seriously injured. Later in the 
day a telegram was received from Mr. 
Cambie, chief engineer, stating that Mr. 
Eborts died on Sunday morning without 
having reco\'cred cuiisciousiioss after the 
accident. It is supposed that INIr. Eborts 
fell from tlio high blulf just above Alox- 
iindra as his party were working there 
when last heard from. The fall must have 
boon from a great -'height. Mr. Eberts 
came to tho province in 1872. He was 
third son of W. E. Eborts, Esq., of Chat- 
ham, Ontario, and was 35', years of ago. 
He was a brother of Mrs. A. R. Robert- 
son and of Mr. D. M. Eberts of this city, 
and leaves a young wife and child in this 
city upon whom the intelligence of tho 
sad event will fall with awful suddenness. 
The deceased gentleman w(^ possessed of 
dauntless courage and was ono of the 
most active and trusted engineers on tho 
staff. He had boon connected with the 
survey since 1872 and on ono oco.\sion 
saved the life of a member of tho Bute 
Inlet party who had fallen into a swift- 
running stream bj' plunging in after him 
and bringing him safely to shore. 

TijK Dkatu of Haiuiy Neil. — By the 
Princess Louise from I^aiiaimo we hear 
that the death of tho late Harry Neil, 
engineer of tho steamer Ada, was caused 
by heart disease. He was found at 3 
o'clock on Saturday morning at the foot 
of a small flight of stairs in Sabiston's 
hotel on his hands nnd knees. He soon 
afterwards died. Thorp wore no marks of 
injury on the body and as he had been 
subject, to heart disease deatli undoubted- 
ly resulted from that cause. Deceased 
was a native of Dublin, aged about 45, 
and camo to this province on the steamer 
Tliames about 20 yeiu's ago. He was a 
brother of Mrs. David Dale of this city 
and le.avcs a wife .indniiie children. !
